last week of September avd the land
prepared for wheat with a disk harrow,
By tbis method we bave secured the
past four years 144 bushels of wheat op
one ncre, and approximately four tons
ol valuable cowped bay. This land
seems to be improving in fertilty every
yenr,

It is ovecessary, however, when
sowing wheat so lawe as October 1st
that the ground be thoroughly pre-
pared 80 that the seed may germvinate
quickly sud the young plants grow
rajidly. Bulletin No, 62 of tbs Exper-
iment Station which desoribes the
Hesslnn tly and methods ol preventing
its ravages, wull be sent Lo any oune
who will spply for the same.

The amonnt of seed per acre has re-
ceived attention by many experiment
Stations, The result show that the
best yields have invariable been se-
cured from planting five to six pecks
per sere.
